Paris, Oct. 5—A dispatch from 
St. 


Petersburg today confirms the report 
that a third Russian army is about to 
be formed. Gen. Louboviessky of the 
Ninth army corps will be in command. 


Tokyo, Oct. 5. — The navy depart- 


ment discredits a report that the Rus- 
sian cruisers Rossia, Gromoboi and 
Bogatyr have been repaired at Vladi- 
vostok and are about to descend for 
another raid upon the Japanese coast.

Japanese patrols in the vicinity of 
Tchjantan, on the right bank of the 
Hun river, taking three Japanese 
prisoners. 


"At dawn of Oct. 1 a squadron of

break through the line of advance 
posts of Cossacks of the guard in the 
district between Khuankhuandia and 
Fengtiapu.

Las Vegas, N. M., Oct. 5.—"In the 


history of the Santa Fe no such dam- 
age has been sustained before as in 
that stretch," declared General Man- 
ager Mudge, who arrived here after 
walking nine miles through Shoe- 
maker's canyon. Fully five miles of 
track have been washed away and two 
great iron bridges are gone. In places 
the washout is complete, the entire 
roadbed having been destroyed be- 
yond hope of repair. It will be neces- 
sary to blast a long distance in tho 
solid bluff in order to build a new 
roadbed.

on one side, while on the other is a 
crowd of "disappointed, angry

iconist. 


The trouble started over the distri- 


bution of 40 American orphan chil- 
dren lo a lot of irresponsible Mexi- 
cans by a young priest, who has re- 
sided in America only ten months, 
and who is filling the place of Father; 
Timmermati, now abroad.

Xew York on September 2ti. and were 
stint out by the New York Foundling 
Asylum, No. 175 East Sixteenth street, 
for distribution in Arizona and New 
?Nlexico. 
Fourteen of 
the 
orphans 


were placed in a Catholic home in 
St. Charles, Mo., and the balance were 
brought to Morenci. 


The children, it is said, were sent" 


"'.Vest on the request of the priest, who 
stipulated that they must be blondes, 
as the Mexicans were partial to fair- 
skinned Atreiicans. 


The children, as a wholej were a 


very fine lot. ranging in age from 2 
to 4 ,re.ars. Excert for the illness oc- 
casioned by long travel the children 
were in perfect healra. 


In Clifton the priest met the party 


having the children in charge, 
and 


disposed of 38 of them, giving them, 
tc Mexicans of the lowest type. The 
balance. 22 in number, were brought 
to Morenci 
Sunday 
mornins. 
The 


hacks were met by a crowd of Mexi- 
cans, and the children earned to thd 
priest's house. From the house they 
were distributed., the priest personally 
turning the helpless children over to 
inferior persons. Many of these can- 
not properly feed, clothe nor educate 
the children they 
already 
possess. 


They arc filthy and live in hovels. 
The children were crowded into the 
most tilthy shacks imaginable. 


The arrival of so many 
cbilJren, 


aroused the curiosity of the. American, 
l/cpulation. 
Many of the American. 


v:omen went to the priest's house and 
there found that the waifs were be- 
ing given out by the priest on, his 
own .•cspOD&Jbility without regard to 
the personal character of the would- 
be fo-»K3r parents or of their ability 
to properly house and support them, 
and that money seemed to be

paid over tc the priest upon receipt 
of a el iid.

the following statofficnt, intended for 
the protection of old soluiers contem- 
plating settling on public lands: "In- 
formation has been received at t'ae 
general land office that designing per- 
sons are circulating reports through 
Indiana, and perhaps elsewhere, to the 
effect that old soldiers are entitled to 
enter 
public lands, particularly in 


western Nebraska, and receive patent 
therefore, without residing upon or 
cultivating the lands., as other perpoi.s 
are required to do. This repori. is 
false. 
The only favor given to old 


soldiers by the homestead la-.vs which 
is not granted to other persons is thai- 
of being permitted to niaUe his firat 
filing through an agent an-.l to have 
the time of his service deducted front 
the five years which home stead entry 
men are required to reside upon tiif 
land. This latter privilege ;s enjoyed 
%>• all soldiers who served for 9<i flays 
in the war of the rebellion, after thcv 
have actually resided upon the lain!

BLOCKADE OF 


PORT ARTHUR 


Details of Attempts to Bottle Up 


the Russian Fleet. 


BEMARKAELE SACBIFICE OF LIFE 


Skill, Coolnexa, Perseverance and 


Hcriusr Displayed at Three Differ- 
ent Time* luaarpa*sed In Hlitory 
of Human "Warfare, Soy* "William E. 
Cartis—Herolun of a Youth. 


The most sensational event of the 


Russo-Japanese war thus far was the 
tripie attempt to bottle up the Russian 
fleet in the harbor at Port Arthur, says 
William E. Curtis, the special corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Record-Her- 
ald, writing from Tokyo under the date 
of July 28. 
The Japanese adopted 


what may be termed the Hobson plan 
and sunk no less than seventeen steam- 
ship hulks loaded -with stone, railroad 
iron and loose cement in and around 
the narrow channel. They were more 
successful than Hobson at Santiago, 
and the action of the water upon the 
cement and other cargo was to make 
the vessels practically solid blocks of 
concrete winch the Russians have been 
trying for mouths to clear away by 
the use of dynamite. The skill, cool- 
ness, perseverance and daring dis- 
played on the three different occasions 
is unsurpassed in the history of human 
warfare. 
The result of the first at- 


tempt was a failure, and the fate of 
the men who participated, in it made 
the heroism of the second party even 
more remarkable. And the fate of tbe 
second party left the officers and sail- 
ors who volunteered for the third at- 
tempt almost without hope. They went 
at their task without the slightest 
hesitation, however, although they re- 
alized that it meant almost certain 
death, and, as the London Times has 
remarked: 


Their heroism w^is never surpassed and 


rarely equaled, in the annals of war. 
Out 


of the 158 officers and men who volunteer- 
ed for the forlorn hope only forty-one 
came back alive. But the lives of their 
gallant comrades were not sacrificed in 
vain. Happy indevd is the country where 
bravery and intelligence are combined in 
so just a measure. Japan has lost sons 
whom any country in any age might have 
rnourne'd with pride, and it is their death 
which has enabled her to develop a fresh 
stage in what bids fair to be the most 
momentous of modern campaigns. 


In the three attempts 179 lives were 


sacrificed. The following is the record:

It is almost certain that most of the 


missing men were killed, because re- 
liable reports from Port Arthur give 
the total number of naval prisoners in 
the hands of the Russians as only 
fifteen, and two of them have com- 
mitted suicide since. Of the dead and 
missing twenty-four were officers. 


The cost in money was also large, 


although insignificant compared with 
the loss of life. The following are the 
official Japanese figures:

The vessels used were old mercantile 


steamers, most of them built in the 
seventies and eighties, and their ton- 
nage ranged from 1,250 to 2,978. The 
value of the cargo of stone, cement 
and iron is placed at 400,000 yen. 


There are two harbors at Port Ar- 


thur, an inner and an outer harbor. 
The entrance to the outer harbor from 
the open sea is about a mile and a half 
wide, 
between 
two 
promontories 


known as Golden hill and Mantoushan, 
on both of which are formidable forti- 
fications. The actual channel used by 
vessels drawing twenty-two feet of 
water or more is about 800 yards wide, 
and, as a matter of protection, the, 
Russians have anchored booms pro-j 
jecting from either shore, leaving a! 
very narrow passage. On both sides • 
of the booms mines are anchored so 
as to obstruct the entrance of an en- 
emy from the outside. The first at- 
tempt, as I have said, was a failure, 
and the five vessels were scuttled and 
sunk outside of the passage. The sec- 
ond attempt was more successful, butj 
still left a portion of the channel clear. 
Tbe third attempt was completely suc- 
cessful. 
Three steamers, the Yedo 


(1.724 tons), the Odaru (1,547 tons') and 
the Sagarni (1.926 tons), were sunk in 
such a way as to 'close the entrance 
entirely to vessels of heavy draft. 
Torpedo boats and destroyers drawing 
not more than twelve or fourteen feet 
have been able to pass in and out, but 
it took three months of blasting to 
clear a wny for cruisers nnd battle-' 
ships. Even then they had to be navi-j 
gated with the greatest care along a, 
channel marked with buoys and could, 
not pass in the night. 
I 


The success of the third attempt waa 


the more remarkable because it vrag 
made in a gale of wind. The sea was 
so heavy that an open boat could 
scarcely survive, which is doubtless 
one reason for the large mortality, and 
the weather was so thick that the 
commanders of the co-operating ves- • 
sels could not communicate or even see 
each other. 
' 


The Yedo, Odara and Sagarni lie side 


by side, bows pointing in. at the very 
center of the <^hann*>I. at tbe exa^t 
place named in tbe instructions to their 
commanders, where they were coolly 
scuttled by their own crews. The To-. 
tanii, which was leading the squadron, 
passed ?.n between the booms, struck a 
contact mine and tank broadside across 


Ihe Channel just beyond the narrowest 
part. The Mikawa went by her and 
was blown up by her own crew, most 
of whom escaped. 
She went doirn 


lengthwise almost iu the center of the 
channel. The Asagao was disabled by 
the guns of the Ru.^hni fortifications 
and drifted agrouud before reaching 
ihe entrance. The Sakura struck an 
electric- submarine mine before reach- 
ing the narrow pla«:e. and every soul 
on board—Commander Shiraishi and 
nineteen nieu—was lost. 


AVhile the Yedo was backing and 


filling in order to find the exact posi- 
tion where she was to be sunk, as in- 
dicated on the chart, she was hit by a 
shell from a fort on Golden hill, which 
killed her commander, Lieutenant Ta- 
k;iv°<p.

twenty years old. took command, and 
under a torrent of shot and shell from 
fortifications on both sides of the chan- 
nel he proceeded to carry out his or- 
ders as coolly as if he were maneuver- 
ing in a peaceful harbor. He held in 
his hand the chart which had fallen 
from the grasp 'of his superior officer, 
whose mangled body lay at his feet, 
and gave orders to the helmsman and 
the engineer. 
When he had found 


his place he ordered the anchor to be 
dropped, scuttled his ship, took to the 
boats and managed to reach a torpedo 
boat which was lying, for the purpose 
of rescue, in the darkness outside. He 
brought in all of his men but two, one 
of them being his commander, and 
twelve of the eighteen were uninjured. 
It was a miraculous escape. 


The Odara and Sagami were sunk in 


the same way at the same time along- 
side of tbe Yedo, but every man on 
board of them was lost. Some of them 
are supposed to have reached the land, 
and from Manors brought out by Chi- 
nese coolies from Port Arthur it is be- 
lieved that they fought their captors 
until they were themselves killed. The 
Aikoku, like the Sakura, struck a sub- 
marine mine before reaching the chan- 
nel and went clown. Eight of her men 
•were drowned, but her commander, 
Lieutenant Inutsuka, and sixteen ot 
the twenty-four men in his crew were 
rescued by a torpedo boat. 


In his official report, from which I 


have obtained the greater part of this 
information, the commander of the 
flotilla says that a storm sprang up 
suddenly about tbe time the boats 
were startiug—a southeasterly squall, 
with hail and rain and mist—and he 
signaled all of the vessels to withdraw 
and wait for more favorable condi- 
tions, but the weather was so thick 
that the signals -were uoi seen, and, 
following up their original instructions, 
the commanders of the eight hulks 
made a dash for the harbor. 
The 


searchlights usually operated from the 
fortifications soon disclosed their pres- 
ence to the Russians, aud during the 
last thirty minutes of their voyage 
they were under a raking fire from the 
forts on both sides and were constant- 
ly colliding with mines in the water. 
It -was a -miracle that any of them 
reached their destination. 
But the 


Japanese ou board went on about their 
business as coolly as if they were at 
practice and no enemy were near. 
Even the stolid and unsympathetic 
Russians were thrilled with admira- 
tion at their coolness and daring. 


The spirit which animated every 


man in the expedition was expressed 
in a speech which Lieutenant Yuasa 
of the Sagami made to his men before 
starting. 


Let every man set aside all thought of 


making a name for himself, and let us all 
work together for the attainment of our 
object. It is a mistaken idea of bravery 
to court death unnecessarily. Death and 
fame are not our objects in this attempt. 
Our only object is success, and we die in 
vain if we do not carry out our orders. 
You all know what those orders are and 
what is expected of ua. If I am killed 
Lieutenant Yamamoto will take com- 
mand. If he is killed you will take your 
orders from the chief warrant officer, and 
if he dies from the next in rank, and so on 
until the last man. 
Keep cool. 
Do not 


he excited. Do not hurry. And remember 
that the last man may have to carry oat 
our orders alone. 


No one knows what happened npon 


the Sagami, except that the instruc- 
tions given to Lieutenant Yuasa were 
carried out literally to the last. His 
hulk lies on the bottom of the channel, 
exactly -where he was instructed to 
place it. but every man on board was 
lost. The report of his simple little 
speech to his men was brought from 
the Sagami by an aid-de-camp of the 
commander of the flotilla, who was so 
deeply impressed by it that he wrote 
down the words immediately after 
hearing them. 


All of the men who participated in 


the three expeditions, the dead a* well 
as the living, have been promoted and 
decorated by order of the emperor. It 
is an amiable custom of the Japanese 
to bestow decorations and other hon- 
ors upon the dead. 
The government 


has also granted life pensions vary- 
ing from 300 to 500 yen (-?150 to .$230; 
a year upon the wounded and the fam- 
ilies of the dead. 


This stoiy ought to be known to 


every sailor and every soldier in the 
world.

NEUTRALITY MIXUP. 


PART BORNE BY TWO 
AMERICANS 


IN SHANGHAI INCIDENT. 


Peaceful Solution at the Difficulty 


Lnrs'-'Iy Btte to tlie AVikv C«ur»c of 
Consul General Guotluow and Ad- 
miral YutfM Stirling. 


The recent presence in the harbor 


of Shanghai, China, of Russian and 
Japanese war vessels at the same time 
created a situation full of complica- 
tions aud dangerous to the preserva- 
tion of the neutrality of China. After 
the ilisrsirous eufimi'ier or' the Uus- 
siau Port Arthur fleet with the .lapa- 


!Cf> i rl,>.',"•, 1 'Trio-,-,

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cruiser Askold and the torpedo boat de- 
stroyed Grozovoi. which Imd heeu 
damaged iii the conflict, took refuse 
in the harbor of Shanghai and began 
to make repairs. A Japanese torpedo 
boat destroyer followed them into the 
harbor. It looked for a time as if an 
attack on the Russian vessels by the 
Japanese destroyer might occur then 
aud there, in violation of the neutral- 
ity of the port and to 11;e injury of the 
property of Americans and other for- 
eigners. The Russian vessels refused

either to leave the port or to disman- 
tle, and the Japauesc assumed a threat- 
ening attitude. 
At this juncture the 


American destroyer Chauucey steamed 
into the port and anchored between 
the Japanese vessel and the dock in 
which the Askold was being repaired. 
It was inferred that this action was 
taken with the view of protecting the 
latter from attack, but the Chauucey 
was simply bearing dispatches, and its 
arrival at that time was a coincidence. 
At least that was the official explana- 
tion of her presence at the psycholog- 
ical moment. 


In this complicated situation the 


dean of the consular corps at Shanghai, 
the American consul general, John 
Goodnow, helped to effect a solu- 
tion of the difficulties. 
The prudence 


of the officer in command oi' the Asi- 
atic squadron of the American navy, 
Rear Admiral Yates Stirling, also 
served to avoid international coinplica- 
tious. The Chinese' authorities proved 
too weak and vacillating to compel the 
Russian war vessels to comply with 
the rules of neutrality. 
When the 


consuls met to consider the emergency 
created Jlr. Goudnow presided. The 
firm attitude adopted by the consular 
corps helped to convince the Russian 
government of the •wisdom of dis- 
mantling the Askold and Grozovoi. 


Consul General Goodnow is regarded
